In his Behavieur he giv 
ce to none, and fcarce ever meets with 
any one fo ill- natured as to affront him: l 
if he does, he prudently declines a Quarrel 
knowing that he is forbidden in God's Wor 
to avenge himſelf, He is even merciful to hi 
Enemies, when they ſubmit to him; ani 
punQually obedient to af} Orders of Diſc 
pline or Action given him by his Command 
ers. His Senſe of the Love of Gon reliev 
him under any Hardſhip, inſpirits him in at 
great Enterprize, and emboldens him in the 
Appearance of Danger or Death, {| 
No Bribes or Threats can incline him tc 
any diſhoneſt Thing: And being girt with the 
whole Armour of God, he is as Þ as Lin 
In his Hours of Leifure, he avoids Drinking 
Gaming, and all Idlenefs ; and either ſing] 
| out ſuch; Company as is virtuous and agree- 
able, or betakes himſelf to fome innocent Di- 
verſion, Study or Employment. He retires 
in proper Seaſons to the noble Exerciſes 0 
pious Reading, Meditation and Deyotion; 
_ eſpecially before he lays him down to Reſt at 
Night: When, after a ſhort Review of the 
Actions of the Day, and ſuitable Supplications 
to Gop, he ſweetly betakes himſelf to that 


Repole: > 
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Repoſe, which ſuch only have Reaſon' to ex- 
pet, as are kept by the mighty Power of God. 
Now, this is to every rational Soul ſo much 
better than a Day ſpent in manifeſt Drudgery 
w the Devil, and ſinful Luſts and Paſſions ; 
ſo much ſweeter in the Exerciſe, and ſo much 
happier in the End, that we muſt conclude 
that it is mere Ignorance and unreaſonable 
Prejudice that occaſions the Neglect of Reli- 
gion in the World: And ſuch an unreaſan- 
able and inexcuſable Neglect will, of Neceſ- 
fty, fall heavy on the Spirits of all ſuch negli- 
gent Perſons, either in the ſharp Convictions | 
of Repentance, or the wretched Agonies of 
emal Deſpir. .
